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In solving America’s economic and social prob- 
lems, we sometimes lose sight of what can be done 
and is being done through private initiative. 

We seem so willing for the federal government 
to take over education, health, housing and other 
programs, and we keep hoping the private enter- 
prise system will somehow continue to make enough 


money to‘pay the bills. 


Richard C. Cornuelle in his newly published 
book, “‘Reclaiming the American Dream,” puts his 
finger on the trouble when he says, . . . “‘our think- 
ing is that we have fallen into a habit of two-value 
descriptions. We talk of the ‘public sector’ (mean- 
ing government) and ‘private sector’ (meaning free 
enterprise) forgetting that a vast ‘independent sec- 
tor’ devoted to public purposes but paid for by pri- 

’ vate individuals exists in the in-between land that 
used to be such an honored part of the landscape.” 

He cites the national organization that practically 
wiped out polio, the Mormon church in taking care 
of the welfare needs of its members during the de- 
pression, the United Student Aid Funds, Inc., which 
guarantees bank loans made to boys and girls seek- 
ing college educations, In three years the fund guar- 
anteed 68,000 loans totalling $40 million, proving 
to Mr. Cornuelle’s satisfaction that the need for fed- 
eral aid to education “‘is an illusion.” 


The government has placed 
a finger upon my personal habits 
and warned methatIshould quit 
smoking.

Why Must I Pay $1.00 


The "$64 question” in Michigan 
these days centers about the pay- 
ment of $1.00... the sum 
which all persons with liability 
insurance will have to pay into 
the state's new Motor Vehicle 
Aceident Claims Fund when they 
begin registering cars and other 
motor vehicles November 1, 

The question is usually about 
the same, .. "Why me? Why 
do I have to pay when I already 
carry liability insurance?" 

The answer is simple, according 
to Secretary of State James M. 
Hare. "The dollar actually buys 
insurance protection.” 

Hare said the $1, 00 fee along 
with the $25 from each uninsured 
vehicle owner will be used to 
finance the Fund from which in- 
nocent vicrims of accidents with 
uninsured drivers will be able to 
draw upon when the claims are 
filed starting January 1, 1966. 

"The dollar paid into Fund 


motorist against accidents with 
negligent uninsured drivers," 

"It protects against con- 
tingencies such as personal in- 
jury in accidents with hit-and- 
runners and persons driving 
stolen vehicles, and out-of- 
state uninsured drivers who are 
involved in Michigan accidents," 

Hare cautioned against dropping 
the private unisured protection 
rider, however, 

"The Fund and the rider offered 
by private insurance companies 
compliment one another, “Hare 
said. “One covers any contin- 
gencies in Michigan, while the 
tider offers complete protection 
outside the state, 

“Whith most persons travéling 
outside Michigan these days, "Hare 
said, "my advice is to continue or 
buy the private option," There is 
legislation which would make 
such coverage mandatory,
